S.O. -,581.—Whereas the Central Government, in exercise o£ the powers conferred by 
section 6 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), is ol 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient to amend the notification of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Commerce No, S.O. 491, dated, the 11th February, 1966, in 
the manner specified below for the development of the export trade of India, and has 
forwarded the proposal in that behalf to the Export Inspection Council, as required by 
sub-rule (2) of rule It of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Rules. 1964. 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of the said sub-rule the Central Government hereoy 
publishes the said proposal for the information of the public likely to be affected thereby. 

2. Notice is hereby given that any person desiring to forward any objections or sug¬ 
gestions with respect to the said proposal may forward the same within thirty days of 
the date of publication of Ihis r.otifhalion in the official Gazette to the Export Inspection 
Council, World Trade Centre, 14/1-B, Ezra Street (7th floor), Calcutta-1. 

PROPOSALS 


The notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Commerce No, S.O. 
491, dated, the 11th February, 1966, shall be amended as follows:— 

(i) In the Schedule to the said notification, after the existing entries, the following 
entry shall be inserted, namely: — 

“7. The microbiological requirements ot the frog legs shall be as prescribed 

hereunder: 


(i) Total bacterial count at 35"C, per gram, Maximum 500,000. 

(ii) E. Coli count per gram, Maximum. 10- 

(iii) Salmonella, per gram Nil ■

the following rules further to amend the Export of Frog Legs (Inspection) Rules, 1965 ,

1, These rules may be called the Export of Frog Legs (Inspection) Amendment 

Rules, 1967. 

2. In the Export of Frog Legs (Inspection) Rules, 1965, in rule 4, in sub-rule 

(2), for the figures and word “72 hours”, the figures and word “96 hours" 
shall be substituted. 
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
